Mon/ people in QuebixYdearly love to believe tion. 
that this province .has MrretHIng which sets it 
apart, from the other nine/ ' Gerard Fjlion, of 
Montreal's "Le Devoir," is one of them. 

Writing in the Toronto magazine, "Soturdoy 
Night/' Mr. Filiori carefully points ourthe^rea- 
sons for this setting-apart of Quebec. The rea- 
sons ore historical, and of course come down to 
, the' focf that' Qiiebéc has a French-speaking 
Roman Catholic majority in the population and 
,. the. other. provinces have on English-speaking 
' Protestant majority. 

This undeniably does establish a difference 
. betvi'een Quebec and the other provinces; but we 
do not feel that this difference should result in 
a setting-opart. We do not like to think of 
fjienchiCanadiqns and English-Canadians: we 



Ifc^to^licnic' of Canadians. 

Mr. Filion. looks to the British North America 
Act OS 0 precedent for granting special privi- 
leges (he does not call them that) to Quebec. 
He proudly shows us "the impressive number of 
clauses written into the constitution especially 
for Quebec." Some of these, he odds, hod their 
origin in "the need to preserve certain peculiari- 
He fails to add that without them Quebec 
may not have been eosily enticed into confedero- 
ties proper to Quebec." 



He explains that Québécois, having consi- 
derably less soy in the Federal than in the Pro- 
vincial Government, feel more secure with the 
latter because it is here that they feel they can 
bring, about a change, whotever happens. 

This seems to us to imply a type of block 
thinking, as does his remark that French-Cana- 
dians "have the vogue feeling that by all stick- 
ing together, they will have more influence than 
if they split themselves among two or three 
parties." 

,We ore here discussing block thinking among 
a minority group — o similar type of thinking 
among a majority group is another topic altoget- 
her, and a harder one to analyse. 

We would like to reach the ideal of the 
"Canadian," resulting from the inter-diffusion of 
our two societies; the French-Canadian would not 
retain his present culture intact, but the English- 
Canadian culture would also be altered — not 
as much, perhaps, but to believe that the small 
French-Canadian island in North America can 
forever mointoin a constant identity is to fight 
with reality.

<H. White entitled "U. S. Science —

I Albert Einateln'o^'ciomment on 
these articles, made in the form 
of a short letter, received wide 
publicity. The point of his terse 
note, however, seems to have been 
completely missed by most news- 
paper editorial writers, and, seri- 
ous as it was, his letter was made 
the butt of cheap humour. 

We reprint Dr. Einstein's letter 
and the original comments of the 
editors of "The Reporter."

! You. have asked tM what I 
thought about your articles con- 
eeming Vie situation of the eeien- 
liata in America. Inatead of trying 
to analyxe the problem I may ex- 
press my feeling in a thorl re- 
mark: If I would be a young man 
again and had to decide how to 
nuikc my living, I would not try to 
'become a teientiat or aeholar. or 
ieaeher. I woud rather choose (o 
be a plumber or a peddler in the 
hope to find that modest degree of 
independence still available under 
present dreumstances. 

Albert Einstein, 
Princeton, New Jersey 
It is an honor but hardly a 
pleasure to publish this letter from 
Albert Einstein. We are fully 
aware that those on the far Left 
and on the far Right will quote it 
gleefully — the very people whom 
Albert Einstein and we ourselves 
loathe. 

^ et we wish the only thing sve 
hud to worry about were the ine 
vituble quoting of the Eiiutein 
statement in'Mascuw or in Buenos 
Aires. Could a man like Einstein 
denounce with such terse vehe- 
mrncc the plight of his fellow 
scientists in a totalitarian country 
and stay out of Jail? The subjects 
of tyrannical governments must 
marvel at the freedom of the press 
that wc over here can still afford.

It isn't 
much to say that there is incom- 
parably greater intellectual free< 
dom over here than under any to* 
talitarian régime. The record of 
our country on this score cannot 
be Just better than tliat of Males- 
kov's Russia or Peron's Argen- 
tina. It must be good — good with- 
out qualification and irrespective 
of what it may cost to keep it 
good. . 

< Albert Einstein's statement is 
an extreme one, but. if we want to 
call a halt to the state of affairs 
on the campuses and in all the 
other centers of intellectual life in 
our country, we think it infinitely 
more effective to look'at the situa- 
tion from the Einstein rather than 
from the Micawber viewpoint. For 
too long it has been said that some- 
thing will tiim up. Indeed, some- 
thing has* turned up. The forces of 
evil have found it expedient, if not 
to reject, to shelter under a cloud 
their best-advertised protagonists— 
at least for a while. If things are 
going . so .well, some, people ask, . 
what does it matter if the country 
has to dispense with the services of 
a Robert Oppenheimer or of an 
Edward Condon? 

If enough citizens dedicate 
themselves to finding out what this 
sickness is that has got hold of our 
country and do their utmost to 
cure it, then the time svill soon 
come when no one would dream of 
advising bright young men to be 
peddlers rathei^ than scholars — 
and . moat certainly not a man like 
Einstein who has given all the 
power of his mind to the ascetic 
search for truth. Things being as 
they still arc, responsible thinking 
people con use to their advantage 
bitter pills like the Einstein letter. 
This is why we ore grateful to 
him for the shock he has given- us, 
.ind we believe our readers will be 
as shocked and as grateful as we 
arc. We need such shocks. 

The publication of this letter— 
and indeed of our magazine— is an 
act of faith in the sanity of Ame- 
rica.

Thus in arena theatre the author's 
work is presented Mvith a sincerity 
lacking in other productions. 

- The first Arena production at 
McGill took place in 1047 when 
several one-act plays under the 
direction of Eugene Jousscb were 
presented in tho McGill Union. In 
1949 the first three>acter "Thunder 
Rock" was produced and in the 
spring of 1950 Norma Springford, 
our present director produced an- 
other Ibsen classic "Ghosts". 

These two were both immensely 
successful and were subsequently 
ifoUowed up with Pirandelo's 
"Naked", Shaw's "Candida" and 
last year AnouiU's f'Legcnd of Lov- 
ers". This year the Players' Club 
has chosen Ibsen's "Hcdda Gabier" 
largely because of its adaptability 
to arena theatre and also because 
it is one of his beter works which 
has retained an interest for the 
modem theatre-goer. 

New Medium 

The Players' Club has realized 
that it has a certain responsibility 
as the only Alontrcal drama group 
regularly using the new and dif- 
ferent medium of thcatrc-In-the- 
round. It seems to have proved 
worthwhile for it has been found 
that arena productions are no^ 
only a fascinating experiment, but 
also a worthy training ground for 
young actors and it demands un- 
usually intense discipline. "The 
extra depth of acting required, the 
extra discipline and the extra 
teamwork between actor ond pro- 
<(iuction staff makes it a hard 
school of apprenticeship, but then 
the theatre never eoines easy for 
anyone except the phonies. :

On Monday night, the Faculty of 
Music began its scries of concerts 
commemorating the fiftieth anni- 
versary of its inception -with a re- 
cital by Helmut Blume, on^ of the 
Faculties professors. 

Prof. Blumc was trained in 
Europe in the traditions of Euro- 
pean niusic and as a result, the 
performance was eminently solid 
and confident; but I of teii felt.' that 
nil he was doing was leaning on 
this tradition, without making any 
effort to maite the music his own. 
The style with which he played 
Debussy was impossible to dis- 
tinguish from that he used for 
Schubert. 

Bach V8 Schumann 

The concert began with a nod 
to the past : a very Romantic per- 
formance of a very Romantic ar- 
rangement of Bach's Chaeonne for 
iiolo violin. If n listener had been 
put in the hall unkowning, he 
would hare said, 'Ah yes, Schu- 
mann! and left it at that. Only 
one voice was audible at a time, 
which kills the dialogue amongst 
the parts, and makes much of the 
music pointless. However, if it had 
been Schumann, it wouldn't have 
been bad at all. 

Having acknowledged Bach (ori- 
ginal great master, inventor of 
modern harmony, if not inventor 
of music itself) we can get on to 
some - Real Husic, starting of 
course with the Man who Freed 
Miisie, Bêéthoven. When we get 
down to it, there isn't much in the 
C major rondo, but it certainly was 
nice to have heard it. - ■ - . 



Romantic Flower 

' At last, Frof. Blume arrived at 
the music where ho was most at 
home — Schubert's Wanderer Fan- 
tasy. In the best Romantic flower, 
extending for page after passion- 
ate page, Schubert's work was 
given an exemplary performance. 
It was Schubert's fault that it was 
too long, and we got bored by the 
incessant thundering of the bass, 
for Prof. Blume obviously enjoyed 
every moment. 

The second half was a playing 
of Hindemith's Ludus Tonalis, 
which is music well done but dull, 
Debussy's charming Children's 
Comer Suite ployed in the finest 
old Schubertian manner, though 
with many flashes of beauty, and 
finally Chopin's B minor Sonata, 
which is beyond my powers of cri- 
ticism because I could sec nothing 
there at oil. 

.Competant Musician 

• Prof. Blume is a very competent 
musician, with sufficient technique 
to handle almost any problem, but 
the things he played were, except 
for the Debussy, too long, and his 
tendency to run sections together 
and beat the bass rather heavily 
didn't shorten them any; we never 
felt that it was an individual play- 
ing, but only a representative of 
an old tradition. Hé seems to for- 
get that the performance of a piece 
of music is as much a creation as 
the actual writing of one, and sim- 
ply running over the notes in a 
musical way is not enough.
